Senate Bans 
Newspaper, 
Stamps Bill 


By RAY STEPHENS 
LITTLE ROCK (IP) — The -Arkan- 


sas Senate yesterday acted in fa- 
vor of. merchandise stamps by de 
gating 26-1 a bill which would 
have curtailed use of the stamps 
by retailers as a means of in- 
creasing business. 


Sen. Max Howell of Little Rock, 


who introduced the bill and cast 
the only vote for it, said his plan 
also would provide a million dol- 
lars in additional revenue for Ar- 
kansas without new taxes. 


Howell proposed to place a one- 


year limit on the time during which 
the stamps, given by many small 
Ktailers as a bonus to customers, 
could be redeemed by customers 
for merchandise. At the end of a 
year, all stamps which weren't re- 
deemed would be transferred 
to 


the state. 


The senator said about 40 per 


cent of the stamps are not cashed 
;n -and that companies which sell 
stamps to merchants gain an un- 
deserved profit. 


"This bill will bring in about a 


gjillion dollars to the state in Its 
first year," he said. "The reve- 
nue will drop off after that be- 
cause the use of these stamps will 
be curtailed."

Senate Bans 
Newspaper, 
Stamps Bill

LITTLE ROCK (IP) — The -Arkan- 


sas Senate yesterday acted in fa- 
vor of. merchandise stamps by de 
gating 26-1 a bill which would 
have curtailed use of the stamps 
by retailers as a means of in- 
creasing business. 


Sen. Max Howell of Little Rock, 


who introduced the bill and cast 
the only vote for it, said his plan 
also would provide a million dol- 
lars in additional revenue for Ar- 
kansas without new taxes. 


Howell proposed to place a one- 


year limit on the time during which 
the stamps, given by many small 
Ktailers as a bonus to customers, 
could be redeemed by customers 
for merchandise. At the end of a 
year, all stamps which weren't re- 
deemed would be transferred 
to 


the state. 


The senator said about 40 per 


cent of the stamps are not cashed 
;n -and that companies which sell 
stamps to merchants gain an un- 
deserved profit. 


"This bill will bring in about a 


gjillion dollars to the state in Its 
first year," he said. "The reve- 
nue will drop off after that be- 
cause the use of these stamps will 
be curtailed."

Senate Bans 
Newspaper, 
Stamps Bill 


By RAY STEPHENS 
LITTLE ROCK (IP) — The -Arkan- 


sas Senate yesterday acted in fa- 
vor of. merchandise stamps by de 
gating 26-1 a bill which would 
have curtailed use of the stamps 
by retailers as a means of in- 
creasing business. 


Sen. Max Howell of Little Rock, 


who introduced the bill and cast 
the only vote for it, said his plan 
also would provide a million dol- 
lars in additional revenue for Ar- 
kansas without new taxes. 


Howell proposed to place a one- 


year limit on the time during which 
the stamps, given by many small 
Ktailers as a bonus to customers, 
could be redeemed by customers 
for merchandise. At the end of a 
year, all stamps which weren't re- 
deemed would be transferred 
to 


the state. 


The senator said about 40 per 


cent of the stamps are not cashed 
;n -and that companies which sell 
stamps to merchants gain an un- 
deserved profit. 


"This bill will bring in about a 


gjillion dollars to the state in Its 
first year," he said. "The reve- 
nue will drop off after that be- 
cause the use of these stamps will 
be curtailed." 


Opponents of the bill, led by Sen. 


Morrell Gathright of Pine Bluff, 
argued that the stamps provide a 
small 
merchant 
with his only 


method of competing with

stores

Senate Bans 
Newspaper, 
Stamps Bill 


By RAY STEPHENS 
LITTLE ROCK (IP) — The -Arkan- 


sas Senate yesterday acted in fa- 
vor of. merchandise stamps by de 
gating 26-1 a bill which would 
have curtailed use of the stamps 
by retailers as a means of in- 
creasing business. 


Sen. Max Howell of Little Rock, 


who introduced the bill and cast 
the only vote for it, said his plan 
also would provide a million dol- 
lars in additional revenue for Ar- 
kansas without new taxes. 


Howell proposed to place a one- 


year limit on the time during which 
the stamps, given by many small 
Ktailers as a bonus to customers, 
could be redeemed by customers 
for merchandise. At the end of a 
year, all stamps which weren't re- 
deemed would be transferred 
to 


the state. 


The senator said about 40 per 


cent of the stamps are not cashed 
;n -and that companies which sell 
stamps to merchants gain an un- 
deserved profit. 


"This bill will bring in about a 


gjillion dollars to the state in Its 
first year," he said. "The reve- 
nue will drop off after that be- 
cause the use of these stamps will 
be curtailed."

Senate Bans 
Newspaper, 
Stamps Bill 


By RAY STEPHENS 
LITTLE ROCK (IP) — The -Arkan- 


sas Senate yesterday acted in fa- 
vor of. merchandise stamps by de 
gating 26-1 a bill which would 
have curtailed use of the stamps 
by retailers as a means of in- 
creasing business. 


Sen. Max Howell of Little Rock, 


who introduced the bill and cast 
the only vote for it, said his plan 
also would provide a million dol- 
lars in additional revenue for Ar- 
kansas without new taxes. 


Howell proposed to place a one- 


year limit on the time during which 
the stamps, given by many small 
Ktailers as a bonus to customers, 
could be redeemed by customers 
for merchandise. At the end of a 
year, all stamps which weren't re- 
deemed would be transferred 
to 


the state. 


The senator said about 40 per 


cent of the stamps are not cashed 
;n -and that companies which sell 
stamps to merchants gain an un- 
deserved profit. 


"This bill will bring in about a 


gjillion dollars to the state in Its 
first year," he said. "The reve- 
nue will drop off after that be- 
cause the use of these stamps will 
be curtailed."

A massive cold wave, packing 


below zero temperatures and wind- 
whipped snow, stretched from .the 
Dakotas to'Texas today.

However, it forced the tempera- 


ture to 19 below zero at Dickinson, 
N. D., to an average of 10 below 
through most of the Dakotas, and 
to zero or below in Wyoming and 
Colorado.

the cold wave would move across 
the Mississippi • River today .arid 
would stretch from Eastern Lake 
Michigan across Western Ohio by 
tonight. 


The temperature was in the rel- 


atively-mild 30's in Northeastern 
Kansas yesterday when a 16-inch 
gas line broke, tutting off serv- 
ice, and in many cases heat, to 
120,000 persons.

below zero temperatures and wind- 
whipped snow, stretched from .the 
Dakotas to'Texas today.

were near-blizzard conditions foi 
a while in the Dakotas. 


However, it forced the tempera- 


ture to 19 below zero at Dickinson, 
N. D., to an average of 10 below 
through most of the Dakotas, and 
to zero or below in Wyoming and 
Colorado. 


Weather 
forecasters

the cold wave would move across 
the Mississippi • River today .arid 
would stretch from Eastern Lake 
Michigan across Western Ohio by 
tonight. 


The temperature was in the rel- 


atively-mild 30's in Northeastern 
Kansas yesterday when a 16-inch 
gas line broke, tutting off serv- 
ice, and in many cases heat, to 
120,000 persons.

Cold Stretches 
From Texas to 
the Dakotas

A massive cold wave, packing 


below zero temperatures and wind- 
whipped snow, stretched from .the 
Dakotas to'Texas today. 


The Arctic front didn't live up 


to advance threats of blizzards in 
the Great Plains, although there 
were near-blizzard conditions foi 
a while in the Dakotas. 


However, it forced the tempera- 


ture to 19 below zero at Dickinson, 
N. D., to an average of 10 below 
through most of the Dakotas, and 
to zero or below in Wyoming and 
Colorado. 


Weather 
forecasters 
predicted 


the cold wave would move across 
the Mississippi • River today .arid 
would stretch from Eastern Lake 
Michigan across Western Ohio by 
tonight. 


The temperature was in the rel- 


atively-mild 30's in Northeastern 
Kansas yesterday when a 16-inch 
gas line broke, tutting off serv- 
ice, and in many cases heat, to

through most of the Dakotas, and 
to zero or below in Wyoming and 
Colorado.

the cold wave would move across 
the Mississippi • River today .arid 
would stretch from Eastern Lake 
Michigan across Western Ohio by 
tonight. 


The temperature was in the rel- 


atively-mild 30's in Northeastern 
Kansas yesterday when a 16-inch 
gas line broke, tutting off serv- 
ice, and in many cases heat, to
